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DETAILED ACTION 

The affidavits filed on 6-22-07 under 37 CFR 1.131 are sufficient to overcome the Chen-Tung 
reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-22 and 63-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Glenn, 
of record, in view of Chia et al (6,225,695). The discussion of the Glenn reference is hereby incorporated 
by reference from the previous actions. The reference to Chia is cited to teach the use of trenches formed 
in the die itself that incorporate an adhesive layer which is formed between the die and a covering 
element. See, for example, the FIG. 3 embodiment of Chia, where an adhesive layer (308) is formed 
between the semiconductor die (310) and an external covering member (304). 

This reference also incorporates trenches or grooves (316) formed in the die itself. Chia also 
teaches that these adhesive filled grooves serve to increase mechanical strength between the 
components, and as such, the grooves would also serve to restrict the free flow of the adhesive material. 

The this feature of the Chia reference would be properly combinable with the optical device of 
Glenn because both references seek to form structures that attach a covering element to a die by means 
of an adhesive layer Taken together, these references teach all of the structural elements of the 
invention.
